Sometimes the vessel has to bear iiway 
or safety, and many of the crew perish from 
cold and hunger unless luckily picked up by 
ome other vessel. At other times, when tlia 
co grows weak, they remain for hours together 
mmersed to the knees, or perhaps to the mld- 
lc of the body, on frail cakes of Ice. If they 
liould survive this dreadful torture and be res- 
ued, the evil of the frost-burn awaits thoui, 
nd, at the close of the homeward voyage, their 
mbs are at thu mercy of the surgeon's knife.

The females build their nests ou the ground 


near the ivaleriu marshy places, forming them 
of grass and rushes. They generally lay three 
CRgs, which are about four inches long, and 
two and a half inches broad, of a dull greenish 
color with some small spots of brown ; the lit- 
lie ones lake lo tbe water as soon as hatched. 


Tbe swimming of these birds, like oilier web 


fooled ones, is simply walking under water, 
one tbct being moved forward, the web til the 
same time doubling up, so as to oiler no resis- 
tance, while Hie other is dashed back with the 
web extended to its utmost limits ; at the bame 
time tbe wings are unfolded, and used like 
broad paddles iu assisting the bird forward.

is not surprising therefore) to see how swiftly 
and readily they swim, as they may be said not 
ouly to walk but to fly under water. 


The loon flies well, and makes lonq journeys 


from the far North to tbe open ponds and lakes 
of the mountain region. II is solitary in its hab- 
its, And it is a rare thing to see more than two 
of them iu the same lake. 
Mojo commonly 


only one is seen, and he amuses himself iu a 
leisurely kind of a way In catching fish. 
The 


eyes of the loon have not u gentle expression, 
but seem untamed and savage to a remarkable 
degree. 


Loons are said to be quite common on Utah 


Lake, wbeic they remain till late in the Fall. 
They may stay during the Winter mouths iu 
the upland lakes and streams, but there is no 
positive evidence that buch is tbe case. From 
Wyoming Territory they may fly due South, 
which would lake them somewhere down on 
the Gulf of California, where the weather is 
mild during the Winter months. 
Being strong 


of wing and determined of purpose their jour- 
neys are frequently uf creat length, with short 
delays from time to time wherever there may 
be an inviting place, with ample opportunity to 
catch frogs, fish and aquatic insects, which they 
are fond of. Iu warm weather they seldom 
leave tha water, except during Ihe season of 
laying and hatching, when they walk with the 
assistance of their wings, and if these supports 
give way they fall upon llii-ir belly, and havo 
great difficulty in rising. The flesh is tough, 
strong and has a fishy flavor, which is by uo 
means agreeable. 


Besides the great Northern diver, lliere are 


two other loons, named respectively tlie black 
throated diver (Colymbus Arcticus) and tho 
red throated diver (Colymlm» Seplemtrionalw) 
found iu North America, both of which arc 
considerably smaller in size than the first named. 
Their habits aie similar, aud they are not fre- 
quently met with, though Richardson says the 
black throated' diver Is common on the shores 
of Hudson's Bay, but is rarely seen in tlie Inte- 
rior. The fact is the range of country over 
which these birds travel is immense, and Audu- 
liou says he has frequently seen them on the 
shores of Texas. The black tbroaled d:vor has 
been divided into two varieties, the Arelicux, 
peculiar to the Northeastern coast of America, 
and the Pacificus, found on the Pacific; but 
they arc the same bird, aud have no trails that 
differ. This in itself proves that the divers fre- 
quently cross from one ocean to another. 


The Indians make use of the skins of the 


great Northern diver in ornamenting and quilt- 
ing their clothing. The skin is tough and the 
feathers thick, sr> that it is quite an acquisition 
to the red man's wardrobe, which at best is not 
ordinarily characterized by any great degree of 
variety, and any kind of skin whether of bird 
or animal does not come amiss. Four of these 
skins would go far towards making a cape, 
which would be both warm and walcr proof. 
The savagos of tlie Northwest coast know the 
value of bird skins, and many a cloak is made 
by thera-com posed entirely of duck skins, well

human being. 
W-ben this irueslioircrept into 


'a«uatlng societies,' how easy it mu" to'glide 
with tlie popular' current, and how common it 
was for people ;io tell us with wonderful em- 
phasis all about; the negro's iuferio,rity, tbe 
.negro's peculiarities,' and tlie negro's place in 
tbe community. How all the oracular phrases 
belonging to this department of the questioi 
won the public ear, and gained the applause of 
the ignorant and the prejudiced. How thread- 
bare'they ,all became, and how preposterous 
now seems all that wastedphilosophy and 
'flimsy wisdom. So it will be in regard to tbe 
woman question. For twenty-five years peo- 
ple have heard reiterated Iliat well-worn plirase 
'.'/woman's sphere." This is'the central point 
about which rotate all the argumems that are 
brought together In opposition to woman's en- 
larged opportunities, including her right to the 
means of se.lf-belp and self-protection, her light 
to develop the faculties and employ Hie capa- 
cities that God has given her, and above all, her 
right to apply her intelligence and moral force 
in behalf of the highest interests of the com- 
munity. If any curse like that of intemper- 
ance has its blighting, touch upon her home, 
she should have tlie light to put forth her hand 
in the attempt to-remove tbe cause, and not 
have that hand palsied by a lesral disability.— 
Let her have the power to lift her home out of 
Hie depths of sorrow and degradation, into the 
realm, of peace and joy. .Let her have the 
power to secure her own happiness, and to 
ward off by the most effectual means domestic 
bitterness arid woe. 


If we subject the plirase " woman's sphere " 


to the test ol intelligence and common sense, 
wo will see Iiow meaningless it is. This sphere 
we are told is the home. But if all women 
were to make this their special sphere, many a 
comfortable home would soon crumble by the 
dry rot of poverty, even where men are sup- 
posed txj be at their head. 
Duty may claim 


one woman's attention here, or it may call 
another to a different scene of activity. Iiow 
illogical it 'would/be to. proclaim, to the. thous- 
ands of women to be found in tlw various 
manufacturing establishments, that the home 
is their proper spbeie. How we should expose 
ourselves lo ridicule were we to go lo the in- 
numerable schools where women teach, to tbe 
stores where they are employed in all onr large 
cities, to the markets, tlie charitable institu- 
tions, the hospitals, and other places where 
they are to be found, and gravely inform (hem 
tbat they are out of their sphere. How wisqly 
appropriate it would be to go to such a thor- 
oughfare as IWge avenue, for example, in tbe 
hours of early morn, and announce-lo the 
moving throng of women that would be hasten- 
ing to their daily avocations, that the home is 
their rightful sphere! 


Equally unsubstantial is the talk against 


woman's right to express her opinion at- the 
ballot-box,—because it would be a departure 
from her "sphere." It seems strange that men 
so often consult tlieir imagination in theorizing 
upon tins point, rather than their reason. It is 
a practical question aud needs only the applica- 
tion of practical sense. It is wholly unneces- 
sary to argue about it as though it would be 
the chief business of a woman's life. Wedo 
not so thoughtlessly talk about it in respect to 
men—aod the women are as sensible as they, 
Election takes place twice a year, and ao man 
need consume more time in the act of voting 
than is required in going to the post-oilice with 
a letter. Aud when women vote, the'place will 
be as decent as the post-office. 
Consider the 


time it will take to vote twiea iu. three hundred 
and sixty-five days, as compared with that 
which is consumed in the everlasting business 
of shopping, or in .going to the theatre, tbe 
opera, the concert; tbe lecture room, the tem- 
perance meeting and the fairs. 
How all thesa 


things take women away from " woman's 
sphere," the home! Even her attendance at 
church involves a period in tbe course of a year 
about five hundred times greater tban would' 
be requisite to vote twice in twelve months 
against tliat fiery fiend, intemperance! 


But it matters little bow men talk. This 


great question gradually develops, and step by 
step women are moving onward and upward, 
notwithstanding the fact that each step is con- 
tested, inch by inch. 
Still triumph follows tri- 


umph, and the end is not yet. Trust tbe wo- 
men ;—they know what.tliey are about; all 
they ask is,-remove.the..barriers.

I'erslan, " Of thine unspoken word thou art 
master; thv spoken word Is master of then." 
Our own, " A quiet tongue shows a wise head;" 
"Confine your tongue, lest II cusline you." 
Culerldgc tells of a man whom he met, at a din- 
ner party, whose respectful attention to, and 
fdlen! acijuieheence in, all thai wuu said, im- 
pressed him favorably till the appuarnce of a 
dish of apple-dumplings elicited a remark 
which broke the charm, and he, thereupon, 
I'lincludcd tli.it " silence does not always mark 
wisdom," a sentiment IVotu which we dissent, 
beeauke it was by his silence that a man dis- 
played his wisdom; nor did lie exhibit any 
lack of sense till he opened his mouth.

MYSTEJUOCS LIGHTS.—From time to time 


the west coast of Wales seems lo have been Ihe 
scene of mysterioug lights. In ihe fifteenth 
century, and again on a larger scale in the six- 
teenth, considerable alarm was ciealed by fires 
that "rose out of the sea."

Passing over 
other alleged appearances In March, 1875, a let- 
ter by tbe late Mr. Picton Jones appeared in

within the last, few weeks 'Mights of various col- 
ors have frequently been seen moving over the 
estqary of the Dysynni river and out at sea. 
They are generally in a northern direction, bill 
somelimes they hue tiie shore, and move at a 
high velocity for miles toward Aberdyfl.and 
suddenly disappear." Can any authorities upon 
natural phenomena furnish information on the 
subject?—OMceslry Advertiser. 


JULIAHA OOX,_THE WITOH. 


How nn<l Why tbe dood People of Con- 


necticut Jlan^ed Her a Century AKO. 


A frlcnil In Glaf tonbifry sends HE tlie follow- 


ing account whicli hail been cut out »f tbe 
Times away back in 1823, »ncl pasted In an old 
scrap-book. Juliana Cox, we rejoice to bolitre 
was the only witcu tbat was hanged in Connec- 
ticut—and it is a matter ot'ivgret thai even one 
such case of sup 'istition and shame can be 
brought, up agahnt the pood old Statti. 
The 


place ol'tlie execution, on "Gallows Hill" in 
this city, is now known as tbe commanding 
trap-ruck ridge by the "stone-pits." Hue is 
the account: 


In the beautiful town of Glastonbury, in 


Connecticut, tlie following remarkable event 
occurred in 170:!. In March of lhat year ono 
Julinb 1'erry wen', out wiih his (logs to hunt. 
In tlie depths of the forest be discoveied (as 
he alleged) an old ^i:iy fox, antl his dogs gave 
chase. After clu.sing this fox upwards of two 
miles, the animal was holed. 
Wliiui Mr. IVrry 


catne up ho beard a strange noise over Ihe other 
sido of the hole, and, qoing to tlie spot, he thtre 
found Juliana (J(K lying and panting for brealli. 
Her left shoulder was bleeding and had on it 
the marUs of tho dogs' teeth. This was just 
the spot, on thu g-ay fox's shoulder where the 
dogs had seined hold. Upon this testimony 
Miss Cox, « maiden lady of duty-four, was 
brought to trial for the capital offense of being 
a witch. On hei anaignnienl she pleaded not 
guilty, and it was determined that u committee 
of Selectmen should examine ht-r peison for 
witch marks, in ordor to introduce confirma- 
tory proofs agaisl her. She was therefore re- 
manded to pi ison. The following persons weie 
appointed on th^ committee : Eben Hrewer, 
Alexas Jones and Samuel Cntwoith. 
These 


men proceeded at onci) to the prison, and, strip 
ping Miss Cox, they began ilwlr eximination. 
For a time exceeding an hour they could find 
no marks, and Miss Cox submitted to their ex- 
iimiiiullon wiih cries and sobs. Finally, when 
they had piicked many places on her body wil!i- 
ont success .she confessed to two marks—one 
a little below the right hip ai'd one on tlie left 
arm. The commit tee now became satisfied that 
these were true marks, as the tlesh waslhcretm 
discolored in a slight degree. They thereupon 
made their report to the court appointed to hei,r 
I lie trial. 


This evidence < onliruiing that of Mr. Peiry, 


was thought to b<: conclusive, and on the 3d of 
Apiil tlie trial took place. 
H was thought un- 


necessary to recoi t to further tests und Miss 
Cox was found guilty of witchcraft on the evi- 
dence already quoted and simtrnced to be 
hanged. Strange noises aud demons haunted 
the UN at Hartford up to l.lie time that hei ex- 
ecution took plaw, wh'cli was on the 7th of 
Apiil, at 5 o'clock in the morning. Thore was 
a iargo concourse ol men and women attending 
her execution, and ah hough sho declared lhat 
iihe was ntijuslly accused, and lhat she con- 
fessed to the witcli-maiks to slop the pain of 
being pricked so cruelly by UK'committee-men, 
jet every person present believed her to bo a 
true witch and in league with the devil. She 
luitbcr declaim! that Julius 1'erry accused her 
wrongfully. She said she WHS In thn forest gath- 
ering herbs, and lhat Julius Perry came along 
and would have liis will of her: that, she con- 
stantly refusiim, lie set Ids dog upon her, and 
the animal bit hei shoulder, and thai lie, tearing 
to be delected in t his bad act, liiul laid th* 
1 charge 


of A'itchcrall nnainsl her. This she said under 
the gallows. 
Wlieruupon a shout was made 


among the people lo " burn the wilch,"as lung- 
ing was too easy i death for so foul a strumpet 
of the devil. While the people went to fetch 
wood to burn her, iho sheriff hung her up, so that, 
she died on Ihe g*llo\vs befoio the wood could 
be brought.
